„ spraying with 2,4-D this spring 
but more information on spray¬ 
ing is Required before specific 
recommendations can be made. 
Other problems which should 
be mentioned are insect control 
such as sawflies, cutworms and 
wireworms and plant diseases 
such as root rot and smut.

ust or the first of September. 

Results of these surveys so far 
indicate: 

1. That the varieties Yogo and 
Kharkov are more winter hardy 
than any other varieties tested 
to date. 

2. That a good snow cover is of 
considerable value in protecting 
the crop and probahly accounts 

for the higher degree of sur¬ 
vival when the crop is seeded 
in stubble. In most cases, how-' 
ever, there has been sufficient 
reserve moisture in the, stubble 
to carry the crop. 

3. In general, the more moisture 
present in the land in the fall, 
greater is the chance of the 
crop surviving the winter. The 
best crops have invariably been 
grown on fallow that was work¬ 
ed early in the spring and the 
weeds kept under control all 
summer. 

4. The crop should be seeded into 
firm, moist soil and s'hould not 
be covered with more than 1 V4 
inches of soil. Packing on top 
of the seed is beneficial. In 
practically all cases where the 
grain was sown into loose soil

Ii' an importing country demands 
its quota from any exporting coun¬ 
try, such must be fulfilled at the 
ceiling price. On the other hand if 
an exporting country calls for the 
purchase of its supplies within the 
terms of the agreement such must 
be at the floor price. 

An important feature is that if 
an exporting nation fulfills its re¬ 
quirements ac outlined • by the 
agreement, supplies in excess there 
of can be sold anywhere at any 
price. For instance if Canada sells 
230 millior bushels of wheat into 
export markets and has available 
for export additional supplies, such 
can be sold anywhere. 

The agreement, is calculated to 
increase the demand for wheat 
throughout the world and to pre¬ 
vent importing nations going into 
the uneconomic production of 
wheat Within their own boundaries. 
It will also prevent disastroiis price 
drops such a.; occurred in the early 
1930s, and will give producers in 
exporting countries an assurance 
of a substantial market. • *

(Wheat Pool Budget) 

Thero are some misconceptions 
in farmers’ minds about the worl<4 
wheat agreement. This agreement 
is to go into effect in the 1948-19 
crop year providing the govern¬ 
ments of each of the 36 signature 
countries accept same by July 1, 
1948. The purpose of the agree¬ 
ment is to assure markets to ex¬ 
porting countries at equitable and 
stable prices. While there is now a 
seriouS shortage of wheat, there 
may be a seriouswsurplus a few 
years hence. The common interests 
of both exporting and importing 
countries require that wheat prices 
should not go too high or to low. 

The agreement is not as compli¬ 
cated as its opponents would lead 
people to beliote. The main feature 
is that export sales totalling BOO 
million bushels are guaranteed to 
Australia, Canada and the United 
States on the basis of 85 million 
bushels, 230 million bushels and 
185 million bushels, respectively, 
on a price range as follows: 

For 1948-49, minimum $1.50. 

For 1949-50, minimum $1.40, 

For 1950-51. minimum $1.30. 
For 1961-62, minimum $1.20. 

For 1952-53, minimum $1.10.

Care of Seed Plots 


(Experimental Farms News) 

With the Introduction in recent 
years of the many new cereal var¬ 
ieties, some farmers grow small 
quantities of seed with the object 
of increasing it for seeding larger Picnic time can 
fields in succeeding years. Main- poison ivy time, so 
tainlng these seed plots is a sound 
practice, providing precautions are 
taken to prevent mixing of variet¬ 
ies, says A. B. McFadden, Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, Alta. 

Such seed plots are seeded on 
breaking or well prepared summer- 
fallow. It Is presumed that care 
was taken to see that the seed 
drill was thoroughly cleaned be¬ 
fore the seeding was done, and that 
weeds in the plot were few. It is 
also presumed that the plot' was 
sufficiently isolated to assure that 
mechanical mixture does not tccur 
.through dropping sheaves on stub¬ 
ble of other crops. This can be 
dgne with a ten-foot strip ol cul¬ 
tivated land completely surround¬ 
ing the seed plot. This being the 
case, now is the time the grower 
should acquaint himself with char¬ 
acteristics of the variety of grain 
he is growing, so that he can pick 
out any serious off-types lrom 
heading-time until harvest. 

It Is during the rush period at 
harvest, w'hen seed mixing is most 
likely. If it is possible to thresh 
the seed plot first, the threshing 
machine or combine can be thor¬ 
oughly cleaned of foreign grain 
and weed seeds prior, to harvest. 

This involves the removal of all 
parts where seeds are liable to 
lodge, and a thorough cleaning of 
the machine both outside and in¬ 
side. 

If the cleaning cannot be done 
before harvest it is false economy 
not to take sufficient time during 
harvest to assure cleanlines of 
threshing machines, combines, bun¬ 
dle racks or grain trucks. 

Storage space can be arranged 
before harvest. A separate bin 
that has been thoroughly cleaned 
is most satisfactory. However, this 
Is not possible on all farms and it 
may be necessary to store more 
than one kind of grain in the same 
building. But proper binning mat¬ 
erial is essential and if possible the 
bln should be lined with tin to pre¬ 
vent mixing through grain lodging 
In cracks. If the grain is stored in 
sacks, damage from mice is also 
reduced. 

•. Care must continue during clean 
ing and treating operations. Only 
by strict cleanliness as outlined, 
can a grower be certain that the 
seed he Is using is true to variety 
and that full benefits from the 
new variety can be obtained.
